I. ELI6IBILITY 



A. Students

B. Facultv/Staff and Spouses 

All current Mansfield University faculty/staff and the spouses of current faculty/staff and students are eligible to participate 
in all Intrawral Recreation Activities' UjiiM i i iiij all ul li c r~ eligi b ility reg u ire ie ntt li avu bun fulfittt d . 



C. Varsity and Frestwen Athletes 



1. Varsity, junior varsity and frestnen athletes uho are listed on the current teai roster by the head coach in the following 
sports are not eligible to participate in these related intrawal recreation activities during that acadetic year .

2. Athletes who are dropped froi, or who quit the squad after the first gaie/contest/iatch of the seaam for acadeiic or other 
reasons are ineligible to participate in the related intrawral recreation activity for the reiainder of that acadetic year. 

D. Ex-athletes 

Student-athletes who have coipleted their four (4) years of eligibility in a sport are not eligible to participate in that 
Intraairal (or related) activity in which they lettered. 

E. Recruited Student-Athletes 

A student-athlete recruited for a specific sport, who is ineligible to coiwJete for acadetic reasons and who continues to 
practice with the varsity or junior varsity (freshten) teat after the first gate/tatch of the season is ineligible to participate 
in that intraiural or related activity during that acadeiic year. 



F. Professionalist 

An individual who would be barred frot intercollegiate athletics because of professionalist shall be ineligible to participate in 
those related intraiural recreation activities in which aiateur status has been broken. 

G. One Tea 



1. An individual tay represent only one teat in any intraural league/ tournaient. If an individual’s naie is found on two teat 
rosters, he/she will be considered a tetber of the teat for which he/she first participated. 

2. After once playing for a teat, individual tay not transfer to another teat for the retainder of the tournaient/league. 

H. Plav-off Eligibility 

In order to participate in the play-offs, an individual list have participated in at least one-third (33Z) of the regular league 
gates. 
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I. Unsportspersonlike Conduct 

1. Any individual who is retoved froa the gaae by the official in charge, the gaae supervisor or the director, shall be 
ineligible to participate in his/her teaa’s gaies on the next two dates of play. The individual under no circuast»)ces aay 
participate on those two dates. If the individual participates in so iKh as one (1) play, all play shall stop and the gaae 
shall be declared forfeit to the opposing teaa. 

2. Any individual who is reaoved froa a gaae on a second occasion during an acadeaic year (Septeaber-Hay) shall be ineligible to 
participate in ALL INTRAHURAL RECREATION leagues/ tournaaents for tuelve (12) aonths froa the date of the second reaoval. 

3. Any individual uho pushes/strikes an official shall be ineligible to participate in ALL MRANlffiAL RECREATION 
leagues/tournaaents for twelve (12) aonths froa the date of the incident. 

J. Eligibility Checks 

1. The Intraaural Recreation Departaent does not assuae the responsibility for checking the eligibility of all participants. 

2. All cases of ineligibility brou^t to the attention of the Director will be dealt with according to the previous rules of 
eligibility. 

II. CAPTAIN’S RESPONSIBILITIES 

A. To be aware of the entry deadlines and subait appropriate and coapleted entry fora and fee as early as possible. 

B. To obtain tournaaent rules std review thea with teaa aeabers, prior to first gaae. 

C. To attend smounced captain’s aeetings, or send a teaa representative. 

D. To appoint a co-c^tain to act as a spokesperson in the absence of obtain. 

E. To keep his/her address and telephone nuiber up to date in the Intrawral Itecreation Office. 

F. To report all roster chenges/additions to the Intraaural Recreation Office before the start of the tournaent. 

G. To be failiar with all eligibility rules and see that his/her tea adwres to tha. 

H. To infora all tea aeabers of the proper place ad tiae of all gaaes/catests. 

I. To be sure your tea does not forfeit. 

J. To asse^le tea at official’s request iaaediately prior to the start of the gaae/catest to check the tea roster. 

K. To assist the officials in distributing and collecting gae jerseys/equipaent. 

L. To provide a ’spotter" to assist the gaae scorekeeper wha appropriate. 

N. To arrange with the director for new ^tes of ay postponed gaaes/catests. 

N. To be the sole spokespersa for the tea in caferring with the officials. 

O. To catrol the conduct of tea aeabers and spectators directly related to his/her tea. The conduct of spectators before and after 
the gaae is as iaortat as their caduct during the gaae. 

Tea catains will be held respasible for individual ad group conduct at these tiaes,as well as during the gae/catest. 

P. To aake sure that he/she aderstads coapletely the playing rules for the ativity ad the Intraural Recreatia rules ad 
regulations as atlined in this hadnok BEF(M C0NPLAININ6! 

Q. TO BE A LEADER that players ad officials ca respect. 

III. CAPTAIN’S IEETIN6S 

A. Catain’s leetings will be scheduled for tea ativities. 

B. Tea catains (or tteir appointed represatative) are strongly urged to attend this amoaced leeting. 

C. Teais failing to be raresated at this aeting shall be giva lat consideratia in the d^aing a of ahedula. 

D. A tea lay be eliiinated fra a league in which there are a liiited nuiber atries if it is not represated at the captain’s 
lating ad there are a surplus of teais that are raresated at the lating saking atry into the league. 

IV. ENTRY DEADLMS 

A. Entry deadlines shall be posted around capus and a the Intraaral Rareatia bulletin boards. 

B Late atries will be accated aly in instances wha the teai will fit into a already drawn a gaie schedule. 
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V. ENTRY ROSTERS 



A. All entries, individual and teai, IIBT be on official Intrawral Itecreation entry rosters, which are available at the Intrawrai 
Office (G-12) in Decker Gye and frot various bulletin boards around ca^us. 

B. Entry Itosters should be Kcurate and legible as it is sotetiKs necessary to contact the individuals/ teai regarding the 
rescheduling of gaKs/contests. 

C. Be sure you have the correct entry roster for each Intraiural Recreation Activity. 

D. Entry rosters for an activity shall be registered in the Intrsaural Recreation Office with at least the ■inim muber of players 
and no wore than the nxiiui nuMier allowed for the activity before the amounced deadline. 

E. All teai entries are a first entered first served basis. 

F. Coipleted entry rosters shall be considered as the teai roster once the tournaient has started. 

G. Roster changes and/or additions to the laxiiui nui)er of players allowed for that activity lay be lade up until the first schediled 
gaie/contest. 

H. The Director reserves the right to censor all teai naies. 

I. There is a six dollar (t6) entry fee per teai for all activities. Teais are not considered entered until the fee has been paid. 

VI. UNITED ENTRIES 

A. There will be a liiit as to the nuiber of teais accepted in soie activities due to eguipiwit, budget, tiie and facilities that are 
necessary aid available to conduct tournaients in these activities. 

VII. P0STP0(CI€NTS 

A. A scheduled gi«/contest lay be postponed only by the Director, or appointed representative (official, gaie supervisor). 

6. Heather, or an unanticipated use of scheduled facilities will be considered a cause for postponeient. SOCIAL FUCTIONS HILL NOT BE 
CONSIDERED AS CAUSE. 

C. No postponeients will be lade because of absence of teai lexers. 

D. If two (2) teais/ individuals postpone a gaie/contest without the sanction of the Director, both teais/ individuals shall be charged 
with a forfeit. 

E. The Director will not postpone outdoor gaies/contests before 3:00 p.i. 

F. In case of incleient weather, teai captains should call (662- 4865) or stop by the Intrawral Recreation Office in Decker Gywasiui 
after 3:00 p.i. 

G. Gaie officials/supervisors lay lake last linute postponeients on the field/court due to a sudden change in weather. 

H. Dates for rescheduled gaies/contest will be posted on the IntrMural Recreation bulletin boards. It shall be the responsibility of 
the teal captain/individual to check following the postponeient, of these dates. 

I. Postponed gaies/contests, if they are rescheduled, wst be played before the start of any play-offs for that activity. 



VIII. FORFEITS 

A. Forfeited gMes/contests will not be rescheduled. 

B. A teai/individual who forfeits a gae/contest shall be charged with a loss. 

C. A teai that forfeits gaies on two (2) playing dates lay be autoiatically eliiinated fra the tournaient and shall lose its entry 
fee. Each of the reiaining opponents will be notified and given a victory for the scheduled gaie/contest. 

D. A teal allowing a ineligible individual to participate shall forfeit all gaie/contests in which the ineligible individial 
participated. 

E. If a tea/individual does not appear ready to participate on the proper field/court within the allowable tiie as stated in the 
rules for that activity, the officials/supervisor in charge of the gaie/contest shall declare the gaie/contest forfeited to the 
tea/individual ready to participate. 

F. If two (2) teais/individuals scheduled to play each other fail to show up within the allowable tiie as stated in the rules for that 
activity, the official/supervisor in charge shall declare a dociile forfeit. 

G. A tea lust field at least the liniiui niuber of players as stated in activity within the allowable tiie or sfiall forfeit the 
gaie/contest. 

H. A tea/individual leaving the field/court of play before the gaie/contest is covleted or called by the official/supervisor in 
charge, shall forfeit the gaie/contest. 
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I. Mhen obtaining a win by forfeit, the Hinning teaa/individual wst have/be present within the allowable tiie, at l^t the liniiui 
nuiber of players as stated in the rules for that activity. 

J. A teal allowing an ineligible individual to participate during a play-off gaie/contest shall autontically forfeit the 
gaie/contest, and be eliiinated froi the reninder of the play-offs. 

K. The Director, gate officials, or supervisor iiiediately responsible for a gaie/contest lay call off a gaie/contest before its 
conclusion if in their judgeient, continued participation ny be injurious to the participants, officials, or spectators, and charge 
both teais with a forfeit. 



IX. PROTESTS 

A. Protests concerning the question of judgeient calls by officials shall not be considered. 

B. Protesting captains ust infori the gav officials in a COURTEOUS HANNER iiiediately following the incident in question of his/her 
intent to file a protest. 

C. The officials in charge are to notify both teais that the gaie is being played under protest. 

D. Do rait wait until the gaie/contest is coipleted to register a protest with the officials and captain of the opposing teai. 

E. A protest nist be filed in writing at the Intrawral Recreation Office by twelve noon the day following the gaie/contest. 

F. A written protest should contain all backgromd inforntion necessary for laking a decision, Fraudulent, inaccurate, or inco^ilete 
inforiation tends to discredit the protest. 

6. A protest on a rule interpretation ust state the specific rule applicable to the protest. 

H. Both teal captains and the ga« officials shall be periitted to present inforiation as regards to a protested situation. 

I. It shall be the responsibility of the Director, or an appointed representative to review all protests and decide whether the 
grounds for protest are sufficient enough to warrant consideration by a protest board. 

J. Protests that are honored lay result in the playing of a covlete new gaie. 

X. UHSPORTSPERSOMLIXE CONDUCT 

A. The following are unquestionably considered unsportspersonlike conduct and subject the offenders to rewal froi the gaie/contest 
without warning by the officials in charge: 

1. Fighting with players or spectators 

2. Striking an official 

3. Uhnecessary roughness 

4. Profanity or cc»*< Sc>ct«fly u e c ^ ^ 

5. Being intoxicated 

6. Being under the obvious infliKnce of illegal drugs 

7. Continued disregard for the official’s decisions/directions 

8. Unnecessary abuse of equipient/facilities 

B. Continued unnecessary roughness by a teai(s) will result in the forfeiture of the gaie/contest by that teai(s). 

C. Any individual who is reioved froi a gue by the official in charge, the gne supervisor or the Director shall be ineligible to 
participate in his/her ten’s gaies on the next two (2) dates of play. 

D. Any individual who is reioved froi a gaie on a second occasion during an acadeiic year (Septeiber-Hay), shall be ineligible to 
participate in ALL IHTRANJRAL RECREATION LEAGUES/TOURHAIEHTS for twelve (12) nnths froi the date of the violation. 

XI. ALCOHOL AND DRUBS 

A. Any individual whose physical condition, in the judgeient of tfie Director, intrnural recreation supervisors, the gaK/contest 
officials or lanagers, is such that participation lay be injurious to theiselves or other participants, because of excessive 
consuiption of alcoholic beverages, or wfio obviously is ivider the influence of substances (drugs) considered illegal, lay be barred 
froi entering, or subject to rewval froi the gaie/contest, and not allowed to participate again that day. 

B. An individual who is barred or reioved froi a gaie/contest on two (2) different occasions during an acadeiic year for tte above 
reasons, shall be declared ineligible for further participation in 

Intraiural Itecreation activities for the reiainder of tfiat acadeiic year. 
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XII. THEn/PAHAGE OF EQUIPtENT/FACILITIES 



Any individual (s) found guilty of stealing Intraiural Recreation equipient, or of willfully dwaging/destroying equiptent or facilities, 
or of gross lisconduct while in/on the facilities, shall be barred froi Intraural Recreation aid open recreation (gyi) indefinitely. 
The individual(s) will further be brought to the attention of the Vice President of Student Services t*ich lay result in a hearing 
before the Cavus Judicial Board. 



XIII. EQUIPtar CHECK OUT FOR GROUPS/aUBS 

Groups/clid)s desiring to check out equipient for flag football (a set of red and green flags, a ball and inkers), or softball (bases, 
gloves, bats, balls) are required to leave a twenty ($20) dollar deposit at the tiie of picking iv* the e<>iipwent. The full deposit will 
be returned providing the equipient is returned to the Intraiural Office by the agreed upon date/tiie. For each 24 hour period that the 
equipient is late being returned, the group/club shall lose one ($1) dollar of their deposit.
